Rapid  communications  during  extreae  weather  situations 
is  very  important  to  the  National  Heather  Service 
(NHS).  The  Haa  Radio  Operators  across  the  nation  and 
especially  Hisconsin  have  aade  great  contributions  to 
■eet  this  aost  critical  criteria.  He  in  the  National 
Heather  Service  wish  to  commend  those  Radio  Haas  that 
have  contributed  to  Beet  this  end. 

At  the  NHS  Office  at  Truax  Field  in  Madison,  a  base 
radio  station  lias  been  established.  About  two  years 
ago  an  antenna  was  eounted  on  one  leg  of  the  Radar 
Tower  to  provide  a  better  signal  range.  Voice  trans¬ 
acting  and  receiving  equipaent  has  been  placed  in  the 
Radar  Rooa  so  that  a  Han  operator  can  arrive  at  the 
Heather  Station  and  be  ready  to  assist  almost  imaedi- 
ately. 

The  Radio  Haa  can  pass  on  severe  weather  traffic  to  the 
weather  coordinator  or  in  turn  request  information  from 
the  Haa  Network  due  to  suspicious  conditions  noted  on 
the  radar.  Jim  Anderson,  N9AGH,  has  provided  such  of 
the  radio  equipaent  and  has  assigned  various  Haas  to 
participate  during  a  "Hatch"  and/or  "Naming"  situa¬ 
tion. 

The  NHS  office  in  Madison  has  a  priaary  and  back-up 
responsibility  for  warning  the  public  over  South- 
Central  and  Southwest  Hisconsin.  The  area  includes 
those  21  counties  bounded  south  and  west  of  a  line  from 
Buffalo  to  Haushara  to  Rock  Counties.  It  has  been 
desired  that  Radio  Haas  in  the  area  relay  their  severe 
weather  reports  to  the  Madison  Heather  Office.  During 
the  past  few  months  a  growing  nuiber  of  Radio  Haas  have 
been  doing  this  and  it  has  been  greatly  appreciated. 


Although  communications  remains  extremely  important, 
what  one  observes  to  report  also  ranks  high.  Many  of 
the  Hisconsin  Haas  have  attended  Tornado  Spotter’s 
Training  Programs  presented  by  NHS  personnel,  and  have 
been  aade  aware  of  what  severe  elements  should  be 
reported.  These  training  sessions  are  usually  held  in 
the  late  winter  months  under  the  auspices  of  the 
county’s  emergency  government  (civil  defense)  director. 
Sometimes  a  Haa  Radio  club  has  requested  training  for 
their  group  or  in  conjunction  with  other  clubs. 

For  those  who  may  not  know  what  to  report,  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  provided:  During  the  suamer,  or  thunderstora 
season,  report  any  hail,  high  winds  in  excess  of  35  to 
40  miles  an  hour,  heavy  rain  of  about  two  inches  in 
about  an  hour,  and  any  rapidly  rotating  doud(s),  wall 
cloud (s) ,  funnels  or  tornadoes;  and  during  the  winter 
aonths,  or  snow  season,  report  high  winds,  heavy  drift¬ 
ing  snow,  and  freezing  precipitation  including  sleet, 
and  new  snow  accuaulations  of  two  or  aore  inches. 

In  susaary,  the  NHS  appreciates  what  the  Radio  Hams 
have  accomplished  to  assist  during  extreme  weather 
conditions.  The  base  radio  at  the  Madison  Office  has 
been  a  big  boon  to  severe  weather  reporting  over  South¬ 
west  Hisconsin.  The  NHS  encourages  Haa  Radio  Operators 
to  becoae  trained  spotters  so  that  they  know  what  to 
observe  and  when  to  report.

froa  JHE  ARRL  LETJER 

HAMS/CABLE  ~  PUSH  C0HES  JO  SHOVE 

ARRL  has  filed  a  Notion  for  Expedited  Action  on  its 
Petition  for  Rule  Haing  (RN-4048),  requesting  that 
cable  TV  operations  be  resoved  froa  channels  E  (144-153 
HHz)  and  K  (222-228  HHz).  Filed  in  January,  1982,  the 
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original  petition  steamed  froa  the  voluae  of  coaplaints 
froa  asateurs  about  excessive  leakage  fros  cable  TV 
systeas  all  over  the  country. 

In  this  latest  filing,  the  League  notes  that  the 
Asateur  Radio  cosaunity  has  aade  every  conceivable 
effort  to  work  with  the  cable  industry  through  its 
trade  association,  the  National  Cable  TV  Association 
iNCTA),  but  that  NCTA  has  not  negotiated  in  good  faith. 
It  appears  that  NCTA  did  not  seriously  intend  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  resolving  interference  probless,  but  aerely 
sought  to  achieve  "detente"  instead  of  arriving  at  a 
just  and  wokable  solution  to  the  problea. 

ARRL  also  cited  efforts  to  establish  a  joint  policy 
statesent  with  NCTA  that  asateurs  could  use  at  the 
local  level  to  sake  their  neighbors  and  the  cable 
operator  aware  that  asateurs  are  not  the  'cause"  of  the 
problea.  Although  seeaingly  adoption  a  cooperative 
stance  at  the  start,  NCTfi’s  recent  position  is  that  it 
is  no  longer  inclined  to  prosulgate  such  a  policy 
statesent  as  it  perceived  no  present  benefit  to  itself 
fros  doing  so.  Although  the  Asateur  Radio  cossunity 
has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  achieve  a  workable 
solution  with  the  cable  industry,  the  cable  industry 
has  done  little  sore  than  drag  its  feet. 


AMSAT  OSCAR  lfj’s  transponder  was  turned  on  Saturday, 
August  6.  UTAH  has  worked  several  DX  stations,  in¬ 
cluding  CT1,  DL1,  FI,  S3,  B89.  0Z5,  PA3,  and  ZS6. 

Ever  since  OSCAR  10' s  transponder  was  turned  on,  HI AN 
has  been  transacting  cw  and  phone  bulletins  via  the 
satellite.  RTTY  and  ASCII  bulletins  will  begin  via  the 
satellite  soon, 

Hhen  using  OSCAR  18,  please  listen  to  the  general 
beacon  first.  Try  to  Batch  your  signal  strength  with 
the  beacon’s.  If  your  signal  is  stronger  than  the 
general  beacon’s,  then  you  are  using  too  «uch  power. 
Hitting  the  satellite  with  too  auch  power  will  cause 
the  ABC  to  quiet  the  entire  passband,  eliainating  the 
weaker  stations.  If  all  satellite  users  follow  this 
rule,  sore  stations  will  be  able  to  share  the 
satellite. 

Reports  of  poor  signal  strength  on  August  6  and  7  were 
accurate  —  the  oanidirectional  antennas  had  to  be  used 
until  OSCAR  10’S  orientation  was  corrected.  The  gain 
antennas  have  iaprove  the  situation  by  about  10  dB  and 
59  signals  are  being  reported.  Several  stations  have 
reported  snaking  solid  8S0s  with  less  than  10  watts  into 
average  70-cis  Yagis  or  helices. 

At  soae  tine  in  the  near  future,  OSCAR  18’S  general, 
beacon  will  be  carving  longer  bulletins  in  Morse  code 
and  RTTY.  The  on-bcard  cosputer  will  also  tell  you 
where  the  spacecraft  is  located.  It  say  be  possible  to 
plot  antenna  headings  with  no  acre  than  a  glove  and  a 
piece  of  string!

Good  Aaateur  Radio  publicity  benefits  our  hobby,  but  we 
cannot  depend  on  the  sedia  to  do  it  all.  We  have  to 
supply  the  sedia  -  radio,  TV,  newspapers  -  with  good 
interesting  inforsation  about  Aaateur  Radio. 

As  Public  Inforsation  Officer  for  our  ARRL  section,  I’s 
seeking  people  td  originate  news  for  the  public.  I've 
written  to  all  actively  Affiliated  Clubs  in  Wisconsin, 
"asking  who  handles  PR  for  their  club.  I  wrote  to  49 
clubs,  and  as  of  now,  have  gotten  only  four  answers. 
This  is  disappointing,  to  say  the  least. 

Clubs  should  sake  a  real  effort  to  create  favorable 
iaage  for  us,  as  dubs  generally  are  where  interesting 
activities  take  place.  Clubs  are  also  a  resource  of 
talents,  including  PR.  If  your  club  has  no  sedia 

person,  I  suggest  that  you  try  to  find  soseone  to  do 

the  PR  job.  If  you  do  find  a  PR  person  who  is  willing 

to  expend  the  effort  in  your  club,  have  his/her  write 

as  and  I  will  sake  an  appointaent  as  Public  Relations 
Assistant. 

As  a  PIA,  you  get  no  pay  but  a  lot  recognition,  a 
certificate,  and  you  can  operate  all  the  ARRL  BSD 
Parties.  The  certificate  and  the  ARRL  Party  though 
are  secondary  to  producing  good  sedia  inforsation.

According  to  a  report  issued  by  the  Consortium  of 
Electric  Power  Producing  Companies,  Local  power 
companies  will  begin  offering  ‘facial  electricity  to 
their  customers  who  drive  electric  cars  end  golf  carts. 
The  high  test  electric  ww  is  expected  to  be 
available  in  cost  areas  by  the  end  of  1923. 

Nr.  Norton  J.  Grsebig,  spokesman  for  the  Consortium, 
explained  to  reporters  that  tha  new  electricity  will 
charge  batteries  faster,  be  fro*  of  contaminants  and 
will  allow  electric  cars  to  get  mere  miles  per 
kilowatt.  “Fuel  electricity  will  be  different  fro® 
regular  house  power,"  Sreebig  said,  "to’il  put  in 
snscial  additives  and  solvents  to  prevent  varnish  and 
sludge  from  building  up  in  the  motor."
